through the agency of a university. 

I think, without exception, the opin- 
ion over the country and in educa- 
tional circles is that the crowning 
work of a university in Washington 
must be graduate work. 

“The George Washington Uni- 
versity is organized under a nation- 
al charter and has some peculiar 
features which make it specially fit- 
ted to meet the needs and demands 
in the country to-day.” 

Prof. Mitchell Carroll, chairman 
of the committee on buildings and 
endowments, said : “This is the last 
of the public meetings, but the work 
■ ■ of giving opportunities to the patri- 
otic men and women of Washing- 
ton to take part in this important 
educational investment will gO on 
until the $200,000 we are raising by
